Drag, If possible, im mediately before a freeze. 


Begin at one side of th e road, re t urning on the opposite side 


Always drag a little e a rth tow ard th e cente r of the road until il is rah- 


ed 10 o r 12 Inches above th e edge of the roadway. 


Do not attempt lo move very much material at one ti me with a diag. 


If the dra g cuts in too much shorte n the hitch. 


The a m ount of e a rt h the drag will t a r r y can be regulate d by the driver, 


according as he st ands near the cutt ing edge or away from it. 


When th e roads are first dragged after a muddy spell, vehicles should 


driv e, if possible, to one side until 
the road has a chance to free/a* or par 


tially dry o ut. T h e ex ercise of a very little care on the part of the users of 


the ro ad will do quite as much as th e drag tow ard securing a s m ooth e r road
